schedule annexed to the Act of 1850, 
which is also made a part of the Act of 
March 3, 1879, providing for the Tenth 
Census, requires a report of the chief 
productions of agriculture "during tho 
year ended June 1." 


Now, there is no distinct agricultural 


- year-which ends on the first of June, 


and there is reason to believe that the 
statistics of agriculture from 1850 to 
1870, in regard to many of the princi 
.pal products, embraced portions of two 
different crops, inasmuch as tho enu- 
meration was protracted through three, 
four, and even fire months. 


By the Act approved March 3, 1879, 


it is provided that the Tenth Census 


t shall be taken and completed during 
the month of June, 1880. This provis- 
ion greatly reduces the liability to error 
which has been noted. 


As the enumeration commences on 


the first of June and closes on or before 
the.thirtieth, all the crops -which are 
gathered once a year will fall- pretty 


' dearly on one side 'or the other of the 
. dividing line. 
'• Thus the cotton crop reported in the 
census will be that of 1879, gathered in 
the fall of that year; while the wool clip 
or "wowl crop" .will be that of tho 


' Spring of 1880—except in portions of 


California and Texas, where both a fall 
and Spring clip are secured. 


For certain of the productions of agri- 


•^ , culture, however, there is no harvest, 
. in the usual 8i>nse of that term; but the 


product is gathered 'week by week, or 
day by day, as it matures—milk, butter, 
cheese, meat fall into this class. 


In view of the, requirements of law, 


' and of the great importance of accurate 
- •tetistieal information relative to agri- 


.cultnre, it \s deemed to be highly de- 
sirable that farmers should prepare 
themselves in advance to give the in- 
, formation with promptness and accu-

IXSUFFICIKKTiY DIBECTED 


' ' LRTTEK8. 


The Postmaster General has written the 


following letter, (Which at the PostofBce 
Department is considered 'conclusive of 
the controversy in regard to the order of 
September 20 that requires all matter not 
directed to Postofflce address to be re- 
turned to the sender, if known, or else 
transmitted to the Dead Letter Office:—

MY DEAR Snt—I have the honor to ac 


knowledge the receipt of your letter of 
October 15, and in reply say that under 
the order to which yon refer no Post- 
master would be justified in refusing to 
forward prepaid letters addressed to 
"New York City" or in refusing to de- 
liver drop letters addressed "City." In 
this connection permit me to call your 
attention to the enclosed copy of 3 letter 
to Senator Anthony upon the same sub- 
ject. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
absence of judicial discretion on the part 
of postal officials in construing the order 
may have resulted iu temporary incon- 
venience, the more carefully the subject 
is considered and the more facts are de- 
veloped in connection therewith the 
more strongly fixed is the conviction not 
only that the order was wise, but thut it 
should have been issued and enforced 
years ago. 


The most complaint against the nnl 


comes from the New England Stat 
whose people will bo most benefltted by 
its rigid enforcement. A partial list of 
locals compiled at the Boston Post Office 
for the State of Massachusetts shows the 
following facts, the mere statements of 
which is the strongest possible justifica- 
tion of the position taken by the depart- 
ment:—Letters addressed to Barrett's 
Station, Mass., may be intended for the 
Post Office at Amherst or Three Rivers; 
Bench Point means either Marblehead 
or Barnstable; Bellevills is either New. 
bnryport or Natick. Bowler Farm may 
be Lynn or Groveland, and Groveland 
itself may mean either the Post Office 
at Needham or at Lexington, each of 
which has a local Groveland. Bowker- 
ville may mean Templeton or Sangus 
Centre; letters addressed "Brookside, 
Mass." may be intended for either 
Dover, Franklin, West Chelmsford or 
Farmingham; Bryantville means tsouth 
Hanover, Pembroke or Fall Biver; Cedar 
Hill means Canton, Salem, North Bev- 
erly or Plymouth; Chestnut Hill means 
Blackstono' Postoffice, Warwick, Mill- 
ville or Brookline; Eagle Mills means 
\orthampton, Leommster, Taunton or 
West Chelmsford; Egypt is either Som- 
erset or Scitnate. Elm wood is a Post 
Office in Plymouth county, and Elm- 
wood means Pittsfield, 
Swampscott, 


Mount Auburn, Pepperell, Dorchester 
or Haverhill and so on through the al- 
phabet, nearly every local name repre- 
senting from two to ten different Post- 
offices, sometimes adjacent, but moi« 
frequently widely separated in different 
parts of the State. There are 747 Post- 
offices in Massachusetts, and the paitial 
list of localities from which the above 
examples have been taken contains 1,683 
names. 


Such being the facts I am surprised 


that the very people in whoso interest 
the department has determined to stop 
a great and growing evil, instead of 
heartily sustaining its action, should de- 
mand the rescinding of an order whose 
rigid enforcement is the only measure 
that can secure for them the safely of 
their mails and the speedy and accurate 
delivery of their letters. 


Confident in the justness of the peo- 


ple and knowing that the position of the 
department is the only one consistent 
with the public welfare, I must, with the 
greatest respect for yon and your consti- 
tuents, decline to rescind the order, and 
I believe that not many months will 
elapse before you will thank me for this 
refusal.

The paragraph in the letter to Senator 


Anthony which is referred to is as fol- 
lows:—"It has not been the intention of 
the department to prevent the delivery 
of matter whose destination-is positively 
known to the postal authorities handling 
it. On the contrary, a ruling of the de- 
partment (No. 56) was published on 
page 26. of the United States Official 
Postal Guide 'or September, as follows: 


56. When Postmasters and employes 


of the railway moll service know that 
matter deposited m their offices for 
mailing addressed to a city without the 
name of the State being given is intended 
for the principal city of that name, be- 
ing, 
for instance, addressed to a well 


known citizen, firm, newspaper or int ti- 
tution of such principal city or to a street 
and number which could only be found 
therein, it should be forwarded. 


Judge Key to-day received the follow- 


ing letter from Senator Anthony:— 


PROVTDEKCE, B. I., Oct. 17, 1879. 


MY 1)EAB MB. POSTMASTER GENERAL— 


I have yours of the 14th inst. I think 
that with the explanation, the clamor 
against the regulation, of September 20, 
will cease, and tunt when the people be- 
come accustomed to it will prove promo- 
ti ve of the convenience of the department 
of the public. It might be well. I re- 
spectfully suggest to change the name of 
certain Post Offices which are known 
generally by theme of the towns or vil- 
lages in which they are located, making 
the two identical, with instructions that 
letters addressed to either the old or the 
new name be forwarded at least till the 
change 
becomes generally 
known.
